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which vote shall be canvassed and retains made as is by law
now prescribed for the canvassing of election returns, and
if each returns show that a majority of the votes cast at
such election shall be against license, then the Board of
County Supervisors shall issue no license in said township.

SEC. 15. All acts and parts of acts relative to the sale of,
or traffic, in spirituous or intoxicating liquors, except such
as relate to the traffic in ardent spirits with the Indians, are

fomitrhereby repealed ; Provided, That all suits or prosecutions
now pending, commenced under any law which by this Act
is repealed, shall be prosecuted, to final judgment and execu-
tion as though this Act had not passed; And provided further,
That all licenses granted in pursuance of any law, which by
this Act is repealed, shall continue in full force and effect for
the full period for which they were granted.

SEC. 16. This Act shall be in force from and after the first
day of September, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and
fifty-eight.

ARTICLE I.
SECTION 1. The Governor is hereby authorized and requir-

ed to appoint three persons to act as Commissioners, in each
of the organized counties in this State, who shall be residents
thereof, to divide such counties into towns under the
ions of this Act : Provided t That where the Cpunty Oommis-donrato diTide
sioners of any county have divided their county into towns,
by making a record, and filed the same in the office of Register
of Deeds, of the bounds and name of each town ( according*
to an Act approved March 20th and June 21st, 1858, ) the
Governor shall not make such appointment

SEC. 2. In all cases in counties where the County Commis-
sioners have failed to divide their counties into towns, it sna^
be the duty of the Commissioners appointed by the Governor,
to make a record of the bounds and name of each town, in
townships where the legal voters have organized by the elec-"*
tion of township officers, on the llth day of Hay and 5th day
of July, 1858 : Prodded, That said township officers, so
elected, shall qualify according to the provisions of this Act,
within ten days after the making of a record AS herein re-
quired j and the election in all such towns is hereby declar-
ed to be legal and binding.

SEO. 3. The Commissioners so appointed in each county,
shall, within twenty days after notice of their appointment,
proceed to divide nucli county into towns by making as m
towns as there are townships, according to government
vey. Fractions of townships or whole townships, or either
of them, may be attached to an adjoining town, or may be
divided between two or more towns, or organize separately,
according to the wishes of a majority of the legal voters to
be affected thereby ; and when rivera or creeks so divide a
township oa to be inconvenient for doing town business, the
fraction so formed may be disposed of as other fractions ;
and any township having two or more villages or cities, may
lie divided for township purposes, whenever a majority of the
legal voters of any village or city shall petition the Ooupty
Supervisors for such division, and whenever the County Su-
pervisors are so petitioned, they shall proceed to divide such
township in sucn manner as mil best suit the convenience of
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the people : Provided, That no town shall contain lesa than
one hundred inhabitants.

Inassessing lands and town lots, the Assessor sha 11
assess each lot and each section, and as far as practicable,
each government subdivision of a section by itself, and shall
return the assessment roll, certified, to the Clerk of the Coun-
ty Supervisors, on or before the first day of September in
«ach year.

SEO. 7. The clerk, upon tho receipt of the several assess-
ment rolls, shall compare the same with the list of taxable
lands on file in his office, correcting all errors that he
discover and add to tho roll of the proper town the name of *COBnti'
the owner, if known, and the description of all such lands
have been omitted by the assessors which are liable to taxa-
tion. He shall then make a fair copy of the several assess-
ment rolls j which copy, with the original, shall be laid be-
fore the county board, at their annual meeting in each year ;
for which services the clerk shall be allowed one cent for
each tract of land, and one cent for each person's name, and
valuation of personal property contained in said rolls.

SEO. 8. If any assessor shall willfuljy neglect or refuse to
perform any of the duties required of him by this Act, he tact
shall forfeit to the county the sum of twenty-five dollars.

ARTICLE XIX.

Baud of nqMrvf-OF THE EQUALIZATION OF ASSESSMENTS AND THE CORRECTION OF THE
ASSESSMENT BOLLS.

SEC. 1. The Board of Supervisors of each county, at their ^J^rfptianof
annual meeting, shall examine the Assessment Rolls of the i«>d> ornanwi-
several towns in their county, for the purpose of ascertain-*"**"
ing whether the valuations in one town or district bear a just
relation to all the towns or districts in the county, and they
may increase or diminish the aggregate valuation of real es-
state in any town or district, by adding or deducting such
sums as may in their opinion, be necessary to produce a just
relation between the valuation of real estate in the county j
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but they shall in no instance, reduce the aggregate valuations
of all the towns and districts below the aggregate valuation
thereof as made by the assessor. They may make such al-
terations in the descriptions of lands of non-residents as they
may deem necessary, and they shall assess the value of all
such lands as have been omitted by the Assessor, and listed
by the Clerk, and cause the same to be placed opposite the
description of said lands in a column for that purpose.

SEC. 2. They shall, at their annual meeting, fix upon a
certain rate on the hundred dollars, to be levied upon the tax-

- a^e property, both real and personal, in their respective conn-
ties for county purposes, which they shall cause to be entered
on tk6^ record. They shall carefully compare the copy made

*ne Clerk with the original assessment roll; and when so
compared and corrected, they shall cause taxes to be extend*
e<* On tlle c°PVp ^°ey "kail a'so cauBO to bs endorsed on the
original assessment roll the amount per cent, levied on each
hundred dollars of valuation, as taxes thereon, under the
hand of their Chairman, attested by the Clerk and the seal
of the county ; which roll shall remain in the County Clerk's
office until the month of March thereafter. The Town Clerk
shall oa.ll on the County Clerk during the mouth of March, in
each year, for said roll of the previous year, of their [ re-
spective towns, which rolls they shall file in their] respective
offices for the use of the town.

SEC. 3. They shall cause to be estimated and set down in
a separate column for that purpose, in the copied assessment
roll, opposite the several sums set down as valuations of real
and personal estate, the respective sums in dollars and cents,

SEO. 4. The Board of County Supervisors shall cause the
copied and corrected assessment roll of each town or district
in their respective counties, with the taxes extended thereon,
to be delivered to the Collector of such town or district, on
or before the fifteenth day of November in each year.

SEC. 5. To each assessment roll so delivered to a Collec-
Wunatft>r cd- *or> a warranti under the hand and seal of the Chairman of
iwtbmof tuhow the Board of Supervisors, attested by the County Clerk, shall

annexed, commanding such Collector to collect from the
several persons named in the assessment roll, the several
sums mentioned in the last column of such roll, opposite their
respective names. The -warrant directed to the Collector of
a town shall direct the Collector, out of the moneys to be col-
lected, after deducting the compensation which he may be
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legally entitled to, which compensation shall be three per
cent, on the hundred dollars of tax, to pay over to the Chair-
man of the Board of Supervisors the amount of tax collected
for the support of highways aud bridges, and to the County
Treasury, the State and County tax collected by them. The
County Treasurer shall pay over to the proper officers, the
amount of tax collected by them on delinquent and non-resi-
dents estate.

In all cases, the warrant shall authorize the Col-
lector, in case any person named in such assessment roll shall ̂ taSw
neglect or refuse to pay his tax, to levy the same by distress to w tax
and sale of the goods [and] chattels of such person, and it
shall require payment thereon specified to be made by such
Collector, before the fifteenth day of February next, iii gold
or silver coin.

SEC. 7. The Chairman of the Board of Supervisors, and
Clerk, as soon as the assessment rolls have been delivered to°?j*'5
the several Collectors, with such warrant annexed, shall toMCOuntto
transmit, under their hands and seals, to the Treasurer of the tnwnnr
County, au account thereof, stating the names of the several
Collectors, the amount thoy are respectively to collect, the
purpose for which the same are to be collected, and the
person to whom, and the times when, the same are to be
paid, and the County Treasurer on receiving such accounts,
shall charge to such Collector the sum to be collected by him.

ARTICLE XX

In case any per-
son shall refuse or neglect to pay the tax imposed on him, the
Collector shall levy the same by distress and sale of goods
and chattels of the person who ought to pay the same.

SEC. 2. The Collector shall give public notice of the time Notice oMai*
and place of sale, and of the property to be sold, at least ten
days previous to the sale, by advertisement, to be posted up
in at least tbreo public places in the town where such sale is
to be made. The sale shall be by public auction.

SEC. 3. If the property distrained shall be sold for more
than the amount of taxes, the surplus shall be returned to topwodor

the person in whose possession such property was when the
distress was made.

SEC. 4. In case any person upon whom any tax shall be On wmo«i *e
assessed, under the provisions of this Act, in tiny town or
district, shall have removed out of such town or district, after
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such assessment and before payment of such tax, it shall be
lawful for the Collector of the town where each tax was as-
sessed, to levy and collect such tax of the goods and chattels
of the person assessed, in any town or district in this State
to which [the] person may have removed, or in which he may
reside.

SEO. 5. Every Collector shall pay over, within one week
after the time mentioned in his warrant for paying the mo-

The collector BO ap-
pointed, shall keep an account of all collections made by the
former Collector, BO far as he can ascertain the same, and
when any one shall present a receipt for taxes paid to the
former Collector, he shall mark agamst the amount of taxes
so paid, to whom paid, and the time when paid.

an. 9. If any Collector shall refuse or neglect to pay
over the sums required by his warrant, to t'ie proper person,
or account for the same as unpaid, the County Treasurer shall,
within twenty days after the time when such payments ought •r
to have been mode, issue a warrant under his hand and seal "
directed to the Sheriff of the county, commanding him to
levy such sums as shall remain unpaid and unaccounted for
by such Collector, of the goods, chattels, lands and tene-
ments of such Collector, and pay the same to the County
Treasurer.and to return such warrant within forty days after
the date thereof, which warrant the Treasurer shall immedi-
ately deliver to the Sheriff of the County.

SEC. 10. The Sheriff to whom such warrant is directed,
shall immediately cause the same to be executed, and shall
make return therof to the Treasurer within the time specified,
and shall pay to him the money received in virtue thereof,
deducting therefrom as his fees, the same compensation as
the Collector would have been entitled to retain. Such part
of the moneys, if any, as ought to have been paid by the
Collector, to the town officers, shall be paid by the Treasurer
to the officers to whom the Collector was directed to pay the
same, but if the whole amount of moneys due from the Col-
lector, shall not be collected in such warrant, the County
Treasurer shall first retain the amount which ought to have
been paid to him, before making any payment to the town
officers.

Sic, 11. If the whole sum due from said Collector shall
be collected, the Sheriff shall so state in his return; but if1

any part only, or if no part of such sum shall be collected,
the Sheriff shall state in his return the amount levied, if any,
exclusive of his fees, and shall also certify that such Collector
has no goods or chattels, lands or tenements in his county,
from which the moneys, or the residue thereof, as the case
may be, could be levied, and in either case, the Treasurer
shall immediately give notice to the Supervisor of the town
or district, of the amount due from such Collector, and the
Supervisor shall forthwith cause the bond of such Collector
to be put in suit, and shall be entitled to recover thereon the
sum due from such Collector, with costs of suit, and the mo-
neys recovered shall be applied and paid to the Supervisor,
in the same manner In which it was the duty of the Collector
to have applied and paid the same.

SBC. IS. If any Sheriff shall neglect to return any such
warrant, or to pay the money collected thereon, within the
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Ootatr tnanuwtime limited for the return of said warrant, or shall make any

false returns thereon, the County Treasurer shall forthwith
proceed to collect the whole sum directed to be levied by
such warrant, by a proper suit therefor, and he may proceed
in the first instance, by a writ of attachment against the
goods and chattels, lands and tenements, rights and credits,
of such Sheriff, and the same proceeding may be had thereon
in the proper Court, as provided by law in ordinary cases of
attachment.

SEC. 13. The neglect or refusal of any Collector, Consta-
ble or other town or county officer, who shall have collected

received any sums of money in his capacity as such offi.-
"cer< to pay over such money or any part thereof, to the person
or persons to whom such money shall be due or belonging, or
for the purpose for which such money was collected or re-
ceived, when the same shall be due or demanded by the proper
person or authority, shall be deemed a felony, and shall be
punished by imprisonment in the County Jail or State Peni-
tentiary, for the term of one year for each and every one
thousand dollars so neglected or refused to be paid over, and
in the same proportion of time for any less sum. And the
person so offending shall be forever thereafter incapable of
holding any office in this State.

SEC. 14. Upon the settlement of the amount of taxes di-
rected to be collected by any Collector in any of the towns

•of uttiammt or districts of this State, the County Treasurer shall give to
such Collector a certificate of the settlement, which shall be
his discharge in full.

ARTICLE XXI.

OF BOAD5, HIGHWAYS AMD BBID0E3.

SEC. 1. The Supervisors in the several towns in this State,
shall have the care and superintendence of roads and bridges
therein ; and it shall be their duty to give directions for the
repairing of the roads and bridges in their respective towns;
to regulate the roads already laid out, and to alter each of
them aa they, or a majority of them, shall deem proper, as
hereinafter provided, to cause the roads and the bridges
which are or maybe erected over streams intersecting roadq,
to be kept in repair; to divide their respective towns into so
many road districts as they shall deem convenient, by wri-
ting under their hands, to be lodged with the Town Clerk,
and by him entered in the town records, such division to be
made annually if they shall deem it necessary, and in all
ca»es, to be made at least ten days before the annual town
meeting; to assign to each of the said road districts, such of
the inhabitants liable to work on highways as they shall think
proper, having such regard to proximity of residence as may
'«•, and to u-iiuire the Overseers of Highways, from time to
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time, as often as they shall deem necessary, to warn all per-
sons liable to work on roads, to come and work thereon, with
such tools, carriages, cattle or teams, as the said Overseers,
or either of them sh:*Il direct (1, 2, 3, 4.)

SEO. 2, Toe Supervisors in each town shall render to the
Board of Town Auditors, at their annual meeting for auditing gap«m»on to
the accounts of town officers, an account in writing, stating naUruoMut*
the labor assessed and performed in such town, the sums
ceived by such Supervisors for fines and commutations
all other moneys received under this Act; a statement of the
improvements necessary to made on the roads and bridges,
and an estimate of the probable expense of making such im-
provements, beyond that the labor to be assessed in that
yeai and tho road tax will accomplish ; also, a statement in
writing, of all expenses and damages in consequence of lay-
ing out, altering1 or discontinuing the roads.

SEC. 3. It shall be the duty of Overseers of Highways in
each town, to repair and keep in order the roads within their
several districts for which they shall hare been elected ;
warn all persons from whom labor is due, to work on
highways at such times and places within their several
tricts, as they may think proper; to collect all fines and com-
mutation money, and to execute all lawful orders of the Su-
Servisors ; and to deliver to the Town Clark, within sixteen

ays after election of appointment, a list subscribed by such
Overseer, or the names of all the inhabitants in bis road
district who are liable to work on the highways.

SEO. 4. If any person chosen or appointed to the office of
Overseer of Highways shall refuse to serve, or if his
shall become vacant, the Supervisors of the town shall,
warrant under their hands, appoint some other person in
fltead ; and the Overseer so appointed shall have the samepoto*
powers, be subject to the same orders, and liable to the same
penalties as Overseers chosen at town meetings.

SEC. 5. The Supervisors making the appointment shall w«mnttab«
cause such, warrant to be forthwith filed in the office of th
Town Clerk, who shall give notice to the person appointed
as in other cases.

SEC. 6. Every Overseer of Highways who shall refuse or
neglect to perform any of the duties of this Act, or which vn/utna
may be lawfully required of him by the Supervisors of
town, shall for every such refusal or neglect forfeit the
of ten dollars, to be sued for by the Chairman of the Board
of Supervisors of the town, and when recovered to he applied
by him in making and improving the roads and highways
therein.

SEC. 7. The Supervisors of each town shall meet at the
Town Clerk's office, within eighteen days after they shall
chusan, on such du-y as they uhall agree upon azd afterwards
•it such other times ani places as they shall think proper,

SEO. 8. Thu Town Ulttric shall deliver the list filed by the
28
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Overseers to tbe Supervisors, who ehall proceed to ascertain,,
estimate and assess the highway labor and road tax to be
performed and paid in their town tho next ensuing year.

SEC. 9. Every male inhabitant being above twenty-five
years and under tbe «ge of fifty, excepting- paupers, idiots,

-ianatics, and soch others as arc exempt by law, shall be
assessed, at least two days in each year. Supervisors shall
assess a road tax on all real estate liable to taxation, of the
town, to any amount they may deem necessary, not exceed-
ing fifty cents on each one hundred dollars of value, as valued
oil the assessment {roll of the preceding year. They shall-
affix the name of each person named in the lists so furnished
by the Overseers, the number of days assessed to each per*
son for highway labor, and also a description of each tract of
land and the name of the owner, if known, with the valuation
thereof, as taken from the assessment roll of the previous year,
and the amount of the road tax assessed thereon in a sepa-
rate volume. The lists so prepared shall be signed by the-
Supervisors and deposited with the Town Clerk, to bo filed
in his office.

SEC. 10. The Supervisors shall direct the Town Gfcrk to
make a copy of each list, shall sign such copies, after which

shall cause the severl copies to be delivered to the
e Overseers of Highways of the several districts

in which the highway labor is assessed. One copy for each
Overseer shall contain the name and number of days assessed
to each person, the other the land road tax.

SEC. 11. Tho names of persons left out of such list, and
*0^ Bew innabitants, shall from time to time be added to the
"several lists and they shall be rated by the Overseers in the
same proportion, to work on the highways, as others rated
by the Supervisors on such lists.

ARTICLE XXII.

NOTICE TO PERSONS LIABLE TO WORK ON fUUIlS.

SEO. 1. It shall be the duty of Overseers of Highways to
give at least three days notice (o all persons assessed to
work on highways and living within the limits of their
respective districts, of the time and place when and where
tnev are to aPPear f°r *nat purpose and with what implements:
but no person being a resident of the town shall be required
to work on any highway other than in the district in which
he resides.

SEC. 2. Every person liable to work on tbe highways
shall work the whole number of days for which he shall
have been assessed, but every such person, other tban the
OverseerB of Highways, may elect to commute for the same,
or for some part thereof, at the rate of one dollar and fifty-
cents per day ; in which case such commutation money shaft
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be paid to tho Overseers of Highways of the district in
which the person commuting shall reside, to be applied and
expended by the Overseer, in the improvements of the roads
and bridges in the same district.

SEO. 3. Every parson intending to commute for his assess-
ment or any part thereof, shall, whithin twenty-four hours
after he shall be notified to appear and work on the hig
ways, pay the commutation money far the work required
him by such notice, and the commutation shall not be con-
sidered as made until such money be paid.

S&c. 4. Every Overseer of Highways shall have power
to require a team or cart, wagon or plow, with a pair °f

horses or oxen and a man to manage them, from any person ^n^
having the same within his district, who shall have been
assessed two days or more, and who shall not have commuted
his assessment, the person furnishing the same upon such
requisition shall be credited for two days for each day's

SEO. 5. Every person assessed to work on the highways
and warned to work, may appear in person, or by an able-AI»nw employ
bodied man as a substitute, and the person or substitute 8orob«utut«-toB
appearing shall actually work ten hours in each day, uoderJ^^T^A
a penalty of fifteen cents for every hour such person or sub-_,tMitrford*,
stitute shall be in default, to be imposed as a fine on the fcou
person assessed.

SEC. 6. Every person so assessed and duly notified, who
shall not commute and who shall refuse or neglect to appear pmmunwifiot*'
as above provided, shall forfeit for every day's refusal or''««'»ft»|n»to
neglect, the sum of two dollars. If he was required to
forrnish a team, carriage, man or implemsnts, and shall
refuse or neglect to comply, ho shall be fined as follows:

For [wholly] omittting to comply with such requisition,
four dollars for each day.

For omitting to furnish a cart, wagon or plow, one dollar
for each day.

For omitting to furnish a pair of horses or oxen, one dollar
and fifty cents for each day.

For omitting to furnish a man to manage the team, one dol-
lar and fifty cents for each day.

SEC. 7. It shall be the duty of every Overseer of High-
ways, within six days after any person so assessed and
notified, shall be guilty of any refusal or neglect for which
a penalty or fine is proscribed in this Act, unless a satis-
factory excuse shall be rendered to him. fur such refusal or
neglect to make complaint to one of the Justices of the Peace
of the town.

SEC. 8. The Justice to whom such complaint shall be
made, shall forthwith issue a summons, directed to any Con-
stoble of the town, requiring him to summon such delinquent
to appear forthwith before such Justice, at some place to be *-
specified in the summons, to show cause why he should not
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be fined according1 to law for such refusal or neglect, which
summons shall be served personally or by leaving a copy at
his aboda.

SEC. 9. If upon tbe return of such summons no sufficient
cause shall be shown to the contrary, the Justice shall impose

lotted a fine as is provided in this Act for the offense complained
of, and shall forthwith issue a warrant under his hand,
directed to any Constable of the town where such delinquent
shall reside, commanding him to levy such fine, with the
costs of proceedings, on the goods and chattels of such delin-
quent.

SEC. 10. Tlie Constable to whom such warrant shall be
iin»'»h«i«flcci directed shall forthwith collect the moneys therein mentioned.
ad-^nrdiwMdne shall pay the fine, when collected, to the Justice who
«* issued the warrant, who is hereby required to pay the same

SEC. 11. Every penalty collected for neglect or refusal to
p*u appear and work on the highways shall be set off against

"*" his assessment upon which it was founded, estimating each
two dollars collected as a satisfaction for one day's work.

SEC. 12. The acceptance by an overseer of any excuse
^or re^usa^ or neglect shall not in any case exempt the person
excused from commuting for or working the whole number
of days for which he shall have been assessed during the
year>

SEC. 13. Ere By Overseer of Highways shall be entitled
to one dollar and fifty cento per day, to be paid oat of fines
and commutation money, for every day he is necessarily
employed in the execution of his duties as Overseer, beyond
the amount of his own highway labor and road tax—the
number of days to bo accounte 3 to, and audited by the Su-
pervisor of ihe town. When there are no funds from fines
or commutations, the Supervisors may pay the Overseers out
of other funds in their hands.

SEC. 14. It shall be the duty of the Overseer of High-
ways to warn all residents of his district against whom a

Bed in his district, worked out or actually expended on the
highway previous to tho first day of October in each year.

SEC. 20. Every Orerseer of Highways shall, on the second
Tuesday next preceding tho time of holding tho annual
meeting in his town, within tho year for which he is elected returns
or appointed, render to one of the Supervisors of the town,
an account in writing, containing,

First—The names of all tho persons assessed to work on
the highways in the district of which he is overseer.

Second—Tho names of all those who have actually worked
on the highways, with the nnmber of days they have worked.

Tkird—The names of all those who have been fined, and
the sums in which they have been fined.

Fourth—The names of all those who have commuted and
the manner in which the moneys arising from fines and com-
mutations have been expended by him.

SEC. 21. Every such overseer shall also then and there, OVORMIS to pv
pay to the Supervisors all moneys remaining in his handsont monw

unexpended, to be applied by the Supervisors on the roods
and bridges in the town.

SEO. 22. If any overseer shall refuse or neglect to render pwMitFforwftt-
such account, or if, having rendered the same, he shall refuse"18"**1"*
or neglect to pay any balance which may then be due from
him, he shall fur every such offense forfeit the sum of five dol-
lars, to be recovered, with the balance of the moneys re-
maining in his hands, by the Supervisors of the town, and
applied to tho making or improving of roads and bridges in
such town.
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ARTICLE XXIII.

ALTERATION OR DISCONTINUANCE OF.ROADS.

SEC. 1. The Supervisors of the town may alter or discou-
tmue any road, or lay out any new road, State and county
roads excepted, when petitioned by any number of legal
voters not leas thaa twelve, residing within, one mile of the

to **° alter(jd, discontinued or I aid out. Said peti-
how mult tion shall set forth in writing, a description of tho road and

what part thereof is to bo altered or discontinued, and if for
a new road, tho names of tho owners of tho land, if known,
over which the road is to pass, the point at which it is to
commence, its general course, and the point near which it is
to terminate.

SEC. 2. Whenever any number of legal voters deter-
mine to petition the Supervisors for the alteration or discon-
^nuance of any road or laying out of any new road, they shall
cause a copy of their petition to be posted up in three of the
most public places of the town twenty days before any ac-
tion shall be had in relation thereto.

SEC. 3. Whenever the Supervisors shall receive a peti-
tion in. compliance with the two preceding sections, they, or
a majority of them, shall, within ten days after the expira-

. tion of tho twenty days named in Section two, personally ex-
aminethe proposed alteration, discontinuance or route for the
new roa^ Pr°P°se?» ano^ shall hear any reasons that may be
offered for or against altering, discontinuing or laying out
the same. If they shall consider such alteration, discontinu-
ance, or laying out necessary and proper, and that the pub-
lic interest will be promoted thereby, they shall grant the
prayer of the petitioners as hereinafter provided.

SEC. 4. Whenever the Supervisors shall determine to. lay
out any new road, or alter any old one, they shall cause a

_ survey to be made by a competent surveyor, who shall make
rtto tliem °^ 8UCn Burvey» accompanied with a plat,
larly describing the route by metes and bounds,

pbt«.*o courses and distances; they shall incorporate such report and
survey, accompanied with the plat in an order to be signed
by them, declaring such road so altered or laid out, to be a
public highway, which order, together with the petition,
shall be deposited with the Town Clerk, who shall note the
time of filing the same, but on refusal shall note the fact on
the back of such petition.

SEO. 6. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk, whenever
&ny p1^61 °* t*16 Supervisors for laying out, altering or dis-
continuing a road shall be received by him, to carefully file
the same, and the time hereinafter limited for appealing from
such order shall he computed from tho time of filing the
same; but the Town Clerk shall not record ouch order until a
final decision is made, and not then unless such order is con-
firmed.

SEC. 6. Tbe damages sustained by reason of laying out,
or opening or altering any road, may be ascertained by the
agreement of the owners and the Supervisors, and unless MMMBA
such agreement bo made, or the owners shall in writing re-
lease all claim to damages, the same shall be assessed in the
manner hereinafter prescribed, before the same shall be
opened or workd or used. Every agreement and release shall
be filed in the Town Clerk's office, and shall forever preclude
such owners of such lands from all further claim for such
damages. In case the Supervisors and the owners of land
claiming damages cannot agree, it shall be the duty of the
Supervisors to assess the damages at what they may deem
just and right to each individual claimant with whom they
cannot agree, and deposit a statement of the amount of dam-
ages so assessed to each individual with the Town Clerk,
who shall note tho time of filing the same. It shall be the
duty of the Supervisors, in all cases of assessing damages,
to estimate the advantages and benefits the new road, or al-
teration of an old one, will confer on the claimants for the
.same, as well as the disadvantages.

SEC. 7. Any person or persons being owners of or agents FmoD>ftRrin,
for any tract of laud over which any highway, altered, dis-ed m
continued or laid out, shall run, feeling themselves aggrieved ^
by any order made by the Supervisors, may appeal from the
same at any time within thirty days after the filing of such
.order in the Town Clerk's office. Such appeal shall note tho
•time such order was filed, and shall be made to any three
members of the board of County Supervisors, neither of whom
shall be a resident of the town in which snch highway is sit-
uated. All persons who wish to make an appeal from such
order, shall act in concert and make their appeal to the same
three Supervisors.

SEO. 8. Every such appeal shall be in writing, addressed
to the Supervisors, and signed by the party or parties ap-
pealing. It shall briefly state the ground on which it is made
and whether it is brought in relation to damages assessed by
the Supervisors, or in relation to the alteration, discontinu-
ance, or laying out of the road, or whether it is brought to
.reverse entirely the determination of the Supervisors, or only
.to reverse a part thereof; and in the latter case it shall spe-
.cify what part. The appeal shall be left with one of the three
.county Supervisory by the person or persons appealing, and
.such person or persons shall also leave a notice of such ap-
peal to the other County Supervisors to whom the appeal is
.made.

SEC. 9. It shall be the duty of the Supervisors to w
the appeal is made, to agree on a time when and where they
will meet to consider the same: which shall be at some place ow«of«ppM»
deemed convenient at or near the road to be examined.

SBC. 10. The person or persons making the appeal, shall
cause a notice in writing, of the time and place agreed on by
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**16 three Supervisors, when and where they will meet, to be
served on each of the Supervisors from whose order they ap-
pealed, and also on at least three of the petitioners who pe-
titioned in relation to such road; which notice shall be served
at least eight days before the time named therein, by deliv-
ering one to each Supervisor, or leaving one at each of their
dwellings, and in like manner shall notice be served on three
petitioners.

SEC. 11. It shall bo the duty of the county Supervisors to
convene at the time and place mentioned in the notice, and
to hear the proofs and allegations of the parties. They shall
have power to issue precess to compel the attendance of
witnesses, and may adjourn from time to time, as may be
necessary. Their decision, or that of any two of them, shall
embrace the whole matter in controversy. They shall first
consider the propriety and expediency of locating, altering
or discontinuing the road; secondly, the subject of damages,
if such subject was embraced in the appeal under which
they are acting, and they shall fix on the amount of damages
which, in their judgment, is right and just to be paid to each
person claiming, but no person shall be entitled to a re-assess-
ment of damages, unless his or her name appears in the ap-
peal in reference to that subject.

SEC. 12. Every such Supervisor shall be entitled to re-
ccive three dollars for each day employed in hearing and de-
ciding snch appeal, to be paid by the party appealing, when
the determination of the Supervisors is sustained, but if re-
versed, to be paid by the town.

SEC. 13. Upon the refusal of the Supervisors to alter, dis-
continue or lay out any new road petitioned for, as provided
jn Section one of this Article, any one of the petitioners may
appeal from such determination, in the same manner and snbi
ject to the same provisions and restrictions as relates to per-
sons who feel themselves aggrieved by a determination of
the supervisors to alter, discontinue or lay out a new road.

SEC. 14. When an appeal shall have been made from the
determination of the Supervisors refusing to lay out, alter or
discontinue [a road and the county Supervisors shall reverse
snch determination, such county Supervisors shall alter, dis-
continue], or lay out the road applied for, as the case may
be, and in doing so, shall proceed in the same manner in
which Supervisors of towns ore directed to proceed in like
cases. Such roads shall bo opened by the Supervisors of the
town in the same manner as if laid out by themselves.

SEC. 15. In case anyone of the county Supervisor to
such application shall have been made shall become

unable to attend before the determination of such appeal, it
shall be the duty of the Supervisors named therein, to select
another of the Supervisors of the county, who shall act with
them in all subsequent proceedings in the same manner as if
he had been originally named in the appeal. In case the>
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term of office of any comity Supervisor shall expire before
the determination of such appeal, ho shall tiinMnne to act in
the premises the same UH if he had been re-elected.

SEC. 16. The amunitt of damages UH finally Bottled by the Dnugv
three county Supervisors, or as agreed on by the rfupcrviaorrt,
together with all charges of nfticors anil other persona em-
ployed in laying out or discontinuing any road, shall h« ren-
dered by the Supervisors to the bnant of Town Auditors,
with the amount of damage?* and charges due each individ-
ual, which account shall lie audited by aaid board, certified
to and deposited with the Town Clerk. The Town Clerk shall
make out the aggregate amount of such damages and charges
with his cerlilicnto thereto attached, and deliver tlie same to
Chairman of the board of Supervisors nf tho town previous
to the unnual meeting of the board uf county Supervisors.

tend into botli of aaid towns, the Super visors of nncli towns
shall meet together at the request oi cither disagreeing Su-
pervisors, and make their decision on the subject of disa-
greement,

SRC. 19. Whenever the Supervisors of any town receive
tt petition praying the location nf a new road, alteration or
discontinuance of an old one, on tho lino between two towns,
flUch road shall be laid out, altered or discontinued by two
or more of the Supervisors of each of said towns, cither nn
•ach lino or as near thereto as the convenience of the ground
•will admit, and they may so vary tho same, either to the one
side or the other of such line, as thry may think proper.

SEC. 20. It shall be tho duty of the said road Supervisor.

road districts, in such manner that the labor and expense of
opening, working and keeping in repair such highways through
each of the said towns may be equal aa near aa may be,
and to allot an equal number of suon districts to each of said
towns.

SEC. SI. Each district shall be considered aa belonging
ttttatoto >wn°Nj to the town to which it may bo allotted for the pnr-

of opening and improving the road and keeping it in
repair, and the Supervisors shall cause such highway and
the position and the allotment thereof to bo recorded in the
office of the Town Clerk in each of said towns.

BKO. 89. All roads heretofore laid out on the line between
any two towns ahall be divided, allotted, recorded and kept
in repair in the manner above directed.

SEC. S3. Whenever the Supervisors shall have laid out
any public road through any inclosed, cultivated or improved

* luda, in conformity with the provisions of this Act, and their
decision shall not nave been appealed from, they ahall give

-•_?"?* the owner or occupant of the land through which such road
shall have been laid, sixty days notice in writing to remove
his fences. If such owner does not remove his fences within
aixty days, tbe Supervisors shall cause such fences to be re-
moved and shall direct the road to be opened and worked.

SEC. 84. If the decision of the town Supervisors shall
•Mifw»«i have been appealed from, then the sixty days notice shall be

. ArliMi- appeal shall have been filed in the office of the town Clerk of
the town.

SEO. 86. Public roads now legally existing are declared
the highways of the towns in which they shall lie.

S«a 86. All public roads to be laid out by the Supervi-
sors of any town shall bo not less than four rods wide.

SEO. 87. This Act shall not bo construed as conferring any
power on tbe Supervisors to alter State roads now or nero-

^•i after existing by law.

ARTICLE XXIV.

WSCELUKEOITS PROVISIONS.

SEC. 1. Each town organised under thia Act, or the Act
providing for Township Organization approved March 80th,
1&58, ahall constitute an election Precinct, and the Supervi-
sors shall be ex-officio judges of election ; Provutid, That if
neither of them be present at the time for opening the polls,
the voters present may elect judges to act for the day.

Sac. 4. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of Stats to
<*state cause to be printed, immediately on the adjournment of the
' Legislature, fi^s thousand copies of this Act, with prac-

tical forms and notes, with references to decisions of other
States on questions upon like statutes.
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Bio. 5. The town Supervisors already elected under
Act of March 20th, and June Slat, and the SnperriBon i
towns to be organized under this Act, may copy the assess-"limifcc "•
ment rolls in their towns for 1858 to base the assessment of
road tax upon, instead of last year's assessments, for the
present year, and are hereby authorized to meet and assess
the same as soon as may be practicable, in their several
towns.

Sxo. 6. That the several towns nnder this Act shall haverjUM| ^
power to direct each snms of money to be raised in their
respective towns for prosecuting; or defending1 suits, or for
the support and mointainance of roads and bridges, or for
any purpose, as they may deem necessary, to be voted at
any annual or called town meeting.

Sic. 7. An Act entitled " An Act to provide for Township
Organisation," approved March 90,1858, is hereby repealed, Mnrta* tab*
but no rights accrued or liabilities incurred under said Act,'
«hall be affected thereby.

SH. 8. Each city shall be allowed one member of the,
Board of County Supervisors from each Ward contained in»«
such city: and the senior Councilman in each Ward shall be Ti*r

such member, unless the city shall elect some other person
for that purpose.

SBO. 9. Every town which, may contain more than eight ***"
hundred inhabitants shall be alb wed to send one additional JJ^i
town Supervisor as a member of the Board of County Super* hmrindi
visors for each additional eight hundred inhabitants, and for
any additional [fraction] of over four hundred.

oio. 10. All laws now in force applicable to the Board
County Commissioners shall apply to the County Super visor's <y°fr
court as created under the provisions of this Act, and
office of County Commissioner is hereby declared to be
continued in all counties from and after the first meeting and
organization of the Board of County Supervisors.

DM. 11. The Board of Supervisors snail have power t
alter, establish or discontinue any county road or roads
their respective counties.

SM. 19. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with thia Aobnpmi*
Act are hereby repealed.

Sw. 18. This Act shall take effect .and be in force from *•"»**"*•*
and after its passage.
